nlcd unrl^r purely voluntary censorship, even 
thouph samp of its members possessed In- 
formation that was vital to the nation's se- 
curity and the success of its armed forces.

Committee ha? approved a proposal to Im- 
pose censorship on certain Information, and 
to pum~h a reporter \vho violates that cen- 
sor-hip with n $1.000 fine and a year's im 
pM>pnment. The author of this piece of legls 
lutjon is P.ep.,Clare Hoffman of Michigan. 


The censorship provision \fl part of a bill 


which crew cut of the charges against Dr. 
Edward U. Ojnclon, head of the National 
Surevii: of Standards. The Thomas Commit- 
ttr wanted a letter from F.B.I. Chief J. Ed- 
gar Hoover pertaining to Dr. Condon's loyal- 
ty investigation.

B-.ittee to demand any confidential informa- 
tion by a majority vote of Its members, 
countersigned by the Speaker of the House 
or the President of the Senate. At the same 
time, a majority vote could classify any in- 
formation a committee possessed as confi.

Thi* i> both unwise and unrealistic. The 


custom of "leaking" Information to the press 
from closed sessions of committees or con 
frrr-n••e* is not only old nnd accepted, but 
ftrn.'i-aUy valuable. For example, the public 
was k« pt Informed through "leaks" of the 
fii-ncres* of some of the Dumbarton Oaks 
*n I San Francisco Conference meetings that 
pr^l-.iced the t'nited Nations, And the Yalta 
agreement on the veto in the yet unborn 
V N. was also made public through a "leak." 


As for Congress Itself, a disclosure of prog- 


ress in the private hearings on a bill can 
bf valuable to the members as well as to the 
public A running summary of "confidential" 
proceedings in the press lets the committee 
members know the public reaction to what 
they are doing. This gives them some Idea 
of the sources of support, trends of opposi- 
tion. «nd ?o on. that they would not other- 
wise have until the bill was delivered from 
Us vacuum of secrecy. 


But. most of all, this bill of Mr. Hoffman's, 


if passed, would set a dangerous precedent 
of concealment that is out of place in a 
democracy. Every Congress, unfortunately, 
seems to have Its share of stupid, bigoted, 
and "kept" members. This power of censor- 
ship would apply to them, if enough were on 
One committee to exercise it, as well us to 
the responsible statesmen. 


The members of Congress are elected by 


the people to make laws for the conduct of 
the people's government. They are engaged 
in the public business and, with few excep- 
tion^, should operate publicly. Wher/ their 
activities in time of peace concern the na 
tionai security—a» perhaps In the Held of 
• torni'.- energy—we thfnk that the press can 
be trusted to safeguard that security. 


"Th« press," says Mr. Hoffman, "has no 


nil-inclusive right and privilege of disclosing 
information that is detrimental to the coun- 
try.' It misfit be answered that Congress has 
no all-inclusive right and privilege to with- 
hold information from the country at the 
caprice of some of Its members. 


U> trust that the whole House will make 


short work of Mr. Hoffman's would-be legal 
sanction of further secrecy and irresponsi- 
bility in government.

Lord Rothermcre, recently raised the question 


of more newsprint for Great Britain. Certainly one 
of the most serious shortages In all the world is 
that of paper. If the truth is to be known to the 
people, there should be a great many newspapers, 
magazines and. nil sorts of vehicles of expression. 
The shortage of newsprint gives a tremendous ad- 
vantage to those who arc plentifully supplied, par- 
ticularly governments, and handicaps those in the 
opposition. Lord Rothernifro raised sharply the 
IHRUO that If we wish to agitate for our thrones 
of a free society in Europe, then the European 
newspapers, particularly the British, must have 
more newsprint. 


Unfortunateiy, most of the newsprint: today 
comes from Canada—one country. Newsprint from 
Finland nnd Scandinavia is scarce and tlif price 
Is foul. Kvon the Canadian price is out of line 
nnd In the United States some newspapers arc 
forced to buy In the Black Market at Impossible 
prices Jo keep going at nU. Some of the British 
newspapers own mills In Canada but they have no 
dollars to pay for what they get yioro. They criti- 
cize the American newspapers for using too much, 
but it seems that, that is immaterial, for their 
complaint thus far has only been that they lack 
the dollars to buy in Canada. Now they expect, to 
get the dollars from Paul Hoffman, head of ECA, 
alias ERP.

The pro- 
posed shipments to the United Kingdom from

It seems that much of this problem could he 


solved If tho trade between Great Britain and Sean- 
dlmivln could be stimulated by nn exchange of 
British coal, for Scandinavian pulpwood. Knglaiul 
has n machine capacity to produce between 900.- 
000 and 1,000,000 tons of newsprint, annually.

this capacity, aboul .700,000 tons is lying idle, bc- 
cause the British arc unable to purchase, pulpwood, 
which used to come mostly from Russia, Poland and 
Scandinavia. 
Before the war. Great Britain used 1,325,000 
tons, of which they Imported 375,000 from Canada 
and Newfoundland. If they put their present: idle 
machinery to work, they could easily 
llll that. 


amount. Today the British only consume 325,000 
tons of newsprint and the Impression is general 
that that reduction in consumption, while the ma- 
chinery Is Idle, Is not unrelated to socialist polities.

One of the suggestions now given to elderly in- 


dividuals Is that they should not rest loo much, be- 
ctiuse too much rest allows the Joints and muscles 
to become stiffened and the individual -really likes 
to rent instead of being up and about using mind 
and body. 
That many pati.onts with rheumatism should not 
rest so much Is suggested by Drs. George M. Piersol 
and Joseph L, Hollander. University of Pennsylva- 
nia, in "Archives of Physical Mcdicino."

chronic Infection (rheumatoid) of arthritis treated 
at the Army Rheumatic Disease Centers, it was

anility to withstand pain as on bed rest, and there 
were fewer cases of shrunken or wasted muscles.

degree of evercise-rest balance is the ratio between 
the greatest amount of exercise Iho patient ran 
perform without excessive, fatigue or pain persist- 
ing for some time after the exercise, and the short- 
est, period of rest needed before the exercise is 
again taken. 
To get the exercise-rest balance established, 


somr> of the steps used arc: 


'1. The physician in charge of the case should 


first convince the patient of the need for exerci.se 
and the dangers of over-rest. 


'1. The patients should be shown that: exercise, 


'lieal ftncl other phy.slail measures lire as important. 
as the inndlcul or drug treatment. 


3. General exercise, In addition to I hi; special 


excrci.se for the rheumatic Joint or muscles, i.s 
given up to the point of fatigue.

Science Has Way 
To Fight Polio, 
But Lacks 'Garden' 


Minneapolis, 
May 
11 
(JP)—A 


New York bacteriologist said to- 
day science now has the means 
of developing good "seeds" for n 
vaccine against infantile paralysis 
—but lacks a proper "garden" in 
which to grow them. 


Dr. Herald Cox of the Ledcrle 


Laboratories 
Division. American 


Cyanamid Co., Penrl River, N. Y., 
said that a technique is in hand 
for purifying strains of infantile 
paralysis virus to the point where 
they could conceivably be used to 
produce a protective vaccine—but 
no satisfactory laboratory -means 
has yet been found to grow the 
viruses in quantity. 


He said 'monkeys offered the 
best bet 
to date 
for 
growing 


"polio" virus, but that the quan- 
tities 
produced 
wcfc 
relatively 


small compared with those of in- 
Iluenza virus produced in fluids 
within a hatching hen's egg. So 
far, it has been impossible to grow 
polio virus in a hatching egg. 


"Our 
solution 
to 
polio will 
come," he told a reporter, "when 
we can grow the polio virus in 
sufficient 
quantity 
in 
animals 


other than the monkey—possibly 


in the chick embryo within the 
hatching egg. 
v 
. "If we could grow 
infantile 


paralysis 
viKis, 
in 
its 
various 


strains, in a readily-available ma- 
terial like the chick embryo, we'd 
really have something practical in 
the way of a vaccine material. 


Difficulties Are Cited 


"Monkeys not only produce rel- 


atively small quantities of virus, 
but thoy arc expensive and some- 
times 
diflicult 
to procure^ and 
maintain for research." 


(The principle of any vaccine 


is to inject either a dose of living, 
modified active virus or a dose of 
completely killed virus so that the 
body 
will 
build 
up 
resistance 


against a subsequent attack of the 
usual form of the disease.) 


Here to attend the annual meet- 
ing of the society of American 
bacteriologists, Dr. Cox made the 
statements in commenting on a 
report made last week by a team 
of polio researchers of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota. 


Dr. Cyril S. Stulberg of that 


university, and a group of col- 
leagues, announced that they had 
purified a strain of human in- 
fantile paralysis virus to the ex- 
tent that 99.2 per cent of non- 
virus material associated with it 
was eliminated. 


They also disclosed that they 


were undertaking studies looking 
toward 
the 
development 
of a 


blood test for that 
particular 


strain, and of a vaccine "to pro- 
vide protection against it.

The telegrams to the local un> 


ion officers were identical. 


They began "I was served . 


and then described the court order 
which U. S. deputy marshals 
handed the three union officers in 
a seventh-floor hotel room while 
two city policemen stood gu^d in 
the corridor. 


The Goldsborough order said the 
threatened strike would deprive 
the country of essential transpor- 
tation, hamper commerce, obstruct 
the mails, imperil the national 
health and safety, frustrate the 
powers conferred on the govern 
mont's executive branch by the 
Constitution, and cause "irrepar- 
able injury" to the nation. 


The Judge ordered the three 


unions to withdraw their strike 
notice "forthwith" and not permit 
or encourage a walkout. 


The union loaders' telegrams, 


aftc'r describing this order, said 
the strike cull is "hereby canceled" 
nnd all employes should "continue 
to report lor duty." - 


Thus the government had beat- 


en down another major strike by 
using the injunction weapon.-
